  (3) THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT IS IN THE NEONATAL INTENSIVE 9 

CARE UNIT OF THE HOSPITAL;  10 

 

  (4) A PHYSICIAN ORDERS THE MILK FOR THE PROGRAM 11 

RECIPIENT;  12 

 

  (5) THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINES THAT THE MILK IS 13 

MEDICALLY NECESSARY FOR THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT; AND  14 

 

  (6) THE MILK IS OBTAINED FROM A DONOR HUMAN MILK BANK 15 

THAT MEETS QUALITY GUIDELINES ESTABLISHED BY THE DEPARTMENT.   16 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 17 

October 1, 2011. 18
